London, Tuesday, Sept. 10 (Delayed).—A troop-sh ip, 
with 2,8 00 American soldiers on board, h as been torpe­ 
doed. All h ands were saved and th e troop-sh ip was beach - 
ed. 
In order to save time, instead of launch ing th e boats, 
th e men clambored down ropes to th e destroyers wh ich 
swarmed around th e stricken vessel and came close along­ 
side. Th is operation was great facilitated by th e fact th at 
th e sea was not rough .

Th e torpedoed sh ip was a member of a large convoy 
approach ing th e English coast. 
Th e vessel was torped­ 
oed about 200 miles off sh ore at 
' ) p. m. on Friday. A trans­ 
fer of th e American soldiers fro mth e stricken vessel to 
th e escort of British and American torpedo 
bo a t destroy­ 
ers, was quickly made and with out injury to anyone. Th ey

were soon on th eir way again to a British port. Th ere 
was no sign of panic aboard and th e admirable beh avior 
of th e men gave reason for great gratification on th e part 
of th eir officers.

FARMERS! SELECT SEED CORN NOW! 


Beat the frost to the seed corn, is the call of the Food Produ ction and 


Conserv ation Committee of the State Cou ncil of Defense that will be re­ 


peated by the distribu tion of 25 0,000 circu lars throu ghou t Illinois this 


week, and ev ery week u ntil frost. 


This call to the farmers to select seed corn early , select plenty of it 


and store it properly , is headed “ The Lesson of 19 17 .“ 
It is an attempt to 


prev ent the repetition of last y ear's seed corn shortage when early frosts 


nearly wiped ou t the seed corn su pply of the whole state. 


The State Cou ncil of Defense annou nces these seed corn weeks for the 


state: 


Northern district, September 15 to 22. 


Central district, September 20 to 27 . 


Sou thern district, September 25 to October 2. 


Du ring these weeks, the State Cou ncil u rges its representativ es to 


u se all efforts to indu ce the farmers to select a seed corn su pply for two 


y ears and store U properly . 


T he Food Produ ction and Conserv ation Committee has Issu ed the fol­ 


lowing instru ctions for the selection and storage of seed corn: 


1. 
Ears of mediu m size only shou ld he chosen. 


2. 
The grains shou ld be well dented; corn will make satisfactory 


seed as soon as the grains are well dented. 


3. 
The ears shou ld be of good shape, bu t early matu rity mu st not he 


sacrificed for fancy points. 


4 . 
Kars shou ld be chosen which h a ng down, becau se they shed water. 


5. 
The shank shou ld be of mediu m length and diameter. 


6. 
There shou ld be two good stalks in the hill from which a seed ear 


is taken. 


As soon as the seed corn is picked, it shou ld he hu sked and placed 
so 


that air can circulate freely arou nd ev u ry ear. 
Nev er pile it on the floor, 


ev en ov er night, as it will heat or mou ld, in a v ery short time. 


Nothing shou ld take precedence ov pr the selection of seed corn du ring 
Seed Corn Week.
